JAPAN CENSORS 
ALL CABLEGRAMS 


Correspondents, in Disgust 
Are Leaving for Main- 
land, 


Shanghai, February’ 1!7.—(Correspon- 
dence of the Associated Press.)—-The 
rigid censorship placed by the Japanese 
authorities on all telegraphic dispatches, 
both press and private, has caused many 
of the foreign correspondents to seek a 
field of news on the mainland. 

Correspondents who have reached here 
from Tokio report that the censorship 
Is more perfect than they have ever 
encountered and is exercised on inter- 
communication as well as on foreign mat- 
ter. Traffic on the wires has trebled 
and their original carrying capacity re- 
duced because the war department and 
the foreign office have each taken one 
of the main trunk lines that run south 


through the empire. — 


The exactions of the censorship and thea 
difficulties of inter-communication have 
served to largely obscure the view of the 
correspondents and probably has result- 
ed in much conflicting news from various 
points. It is anticipated that when the 
corps of newspaper representatives who 
are now at Tokio are finally allowed to 
go to the front a serious congestion of 
telegraphic service will result, as the 
military and available land lines are not 
adequate to the service they will be call- 
ed upon to perform, 

Weil infovined newspaper men who have 
reached here express the opinion that 
there will be no txtensive land operations 
until the naval operations are conclu- 
sively decided, unless the Russians should 
cross the Yalu and start south, thus fore- 
ing the hands of the aJpanee. From the 
besa information ibtainabie, however, the 
Russians are not in shape to make such 
@ move on the force. It is generally held 
by the experts that should the Japanese 
@weep the sea three large forces will 
be put in operation, one against Port 
Arthur, one through Korea and across 
the Yalu, to cut the Russian center to 
the railway, and the thind against Vlad- 
ivostok. 

The regulations for the government of 
the foreign newspaper correspondents 
have been promulgated, and are ironclad. 
One article provides that if a war cor- 
respondent violates the criminal law, mil- 
itary law, or law for the preservation of 
military secrets, he may be punished ac- 
cording to military law by court martial.

Strong Answer Made to the 
Russian Accusations, 


Japan Shows That in No Instance 
Has She Violated International 
Law Since the Beginning 
of the Present Trouble 
with Russia. 


Washington, March 8.—The Japanese 
minister is authorized by his government 
to give to the press the following state- 
ment received on the 4th instant: 

“The Japanese imperial government 
are given to understand that the Russian 
government have recently addressed a 
note to the powers In which the govern- 
ment of Japan are charged with having 
committeed certain acts in Korea, which 
are considered by Russia to be in viola- 
tion of international law and all future 


orders and declarations by the Korean 
government are declared on that account 
to be invalid. The imperial government 
do not find it necessary in the present in- 
Stance to concern themselves in any way 
with the views, opinions or declarations of 
the imperial Russian government, but 
they believe it’to be their right and duty 
to correct misstatements of fact which, 
if permitted to remain uncontradicted, 
might give rise to incorrect inferences 
and conclusions on the part of neutral 
powers. 


Answer by Japan. 

“Accordingly, the government of Japan 
make the following statement respecting 
the five acts which in the note referred 
to are declured to be fully proved and 
confirmed: 

“I. It is charged under this heading 
that ‘before the opening of hostilities 
against Russia Japan landed troops in 
the independent empire of Korea, which 
had declared its neutrality.’ The impe- 
rial government admit ‘that Japanese 
troops landed in Koréa before declara- 
tion of war was issued, but not before a 
state of war actually existed between Ja- 
pan and Russia. The maintenance of 
the independence and territorial jntegrity 
of Korea is one of the objects of the war, 
and the dispatch of troops to that men- 
aced territory is an object of right and 
necessity which had the distinct consent 
of the Korean government. The imperial 
gOvernment draw a sharp distinction be- 
tween the landing of Japanese troops in 
Korea under the actual circumstances of 


} the case and the sailing of a large body 


of Russian troops to Manchuria without 
the consent of China, as was done by 
Russia while peaceful negotiations were 
still in progress. 


The Attack at Chemulpo. 

“9 “Under this heading it is alleged 
that Japan ‘with a division of the Japa- 
nese fleet made a sudden attack on the 
8th instant, that is three days before the 


declaration of war, on two Russian 
warships which were in the neutral port 
of Chemulpo and whose commanders had 
not been notified of the rupture of rela- 
tions as the Japanese maliciously stopped 
the delivery of Russian telegrams by ®he 
Danish cable and destroyed the Korean 
government’s. telegraphic communica- 
tions.’ 

‘The imperial government declare that 
the allegations under this heading are 
, untrue. The imperial government did 
not stop the delivery of Russian tele- 
grams by the Danish cable, neither did 
they destroy the Korean government's 
telegraphic communication. 

‘Regarding the alleged sudden attack 
on the 8th of February on two Russian 
me nof war in the port of Chemulpo, it 
is only necessary to say that a state of 
war existed, and that Korea having given 
her consent to the landing of Japanese 
troops at Chemulnpo, the harbor of Che- 
mulpo thereby ceased to be neutral at 
least between the belligerents. 

Capture of Prizes. 


“3 It is charged under this heading 
that in spite of international laws short- 


ly before opening of hostilities Japan cap- 
tured as prizes of war the Russian mer- 
chantmen which were in the neutral 
ports of Korea. 

“The imperial governments have es- 
tablished prize court with ful] authority 
to pronounce finally on the question of 
the legality of the seizures of merchant 
vessels. Accordingly it would be mani- 
festly out of place for the imperial gov- 
ernmen; to make any statempnt regard- 
ing the assertion under this heading. 

“4. It is asserted under this number that 
Japan ‘declared to the emperor of Korea, 
through the Japanese minister at Seoul, 
that Korea would be henceforth under 
Japanese administration and told _ his 
majesty that in the case of compliance 
Japanese troops would occupy the place.’ 

“The imperial government declare the 
charge under this number to be absolute- 
ly and wholly without foundation in fact. 

“5. Under this heading it is charged 
that the Japanese government ‘forwarded 
a summons through the French minister 
to the Russian representative at the 
court of the emperor of Korea to leave 
the court.’ é 

Statement Not Accurate. 

“The imperial government deny the ac- 
curacy of this statement. No demand, 
either direct or indirect, was addressed 
by the Japanese gOvernment asking tne 
Kussian munister to retire from Kovea, 

“The French charge d'affaires called 
on the Japanese minister at Seoul and 
informed him verbaily,.as he did after- 
wards in writing, that it was the desire 
of the Russian minister to leave Korea 
and asked the opinion of the Japanese 
minister with reference to the matter, 
The Japanese minister replied that if the 
Russian minister would withdraw in a 
peaceful manner, taking with him his 
staff and legation guard, he would b¢ 
protected fully by Japanese troops. He 
did so withdraw of his own free will on 
the I!2th of February and an escort of 
gapanese soldiers was furnished him as 
far as Chemulpo, In this connection it 
may be remarked that the Russian con- 
sul at Fusan remained at his post as 
late as February 28, It is reported that 
he was compelled to stay In the absence 
of instructions which the Russian minister 
apparently did not give him before his 
own departure. When {it was made 
known that no instructions had reach- 
ed the Russian consul and that he de- 
sired to leave Fusan as s00n as possi- 
ble the Japanese consul at the same port 
offered him every facility for his depar-

UID NO DAMAGE 


Viceroy Alexieff Reports on 
Viadivostok Bombardment 


A 


He Admits That the Japanese Fired 
About 200 Shells, but Claims 
That No Harm Was Done. 

Jap Squadron Reappeared 
Monday. 


St. Petersburg, March 8S Viceroy Alex- 
left has sent the czar the following mes~ 
sage: 

“Mukden, March 8.—I have the honor 
to cummunicate to your majesty the 
following details of the events of March 
6th: 

“The enemy’s squadron 
Viadivostok towards 1! o'clock in the 
morning, having passed near  Askold 
island, After several maneuvers, which 
involved changes in the squadron’s order 
of battle, two cruisers were left to the 
north of the island, and the remaining 
vessels of the squadron steamed along 
the coast of Ussuri bay, parallel to the 
shore, keeping &bout 15 versts, (approxi- 
mately ten miles) therefrom. Upon ar- 
riving off Mount St. Joseph and the Us- 
Suri bay battery, the squadron, presery- 
ing the same order, made towards the 
battery. The ships opened fire from both 
Sides, evidently first using blank cart- 
ridges in order to warm their guns. t 
1:35 p. m., when at a distance of eigh 
versts (approximately 5% m.jes) from the 
Shore, the leading ship opened fire with 
her forward guns, and then the entire 
Squadron steamed along the shore firing 
their guns as they went, The enemy did 
not fire while turning. After the third 
turn, the squadron at 2:25 p. m., ceased 
firing and steamed off to the southward, 
about ten miles to the right of Askold 
ssland, finaliy disappearing at 5:30 p. m, 

“In all the enemy fired about 200 shells 
with no effect. No damage was done to 
the fortress or the entrenchments, and 
in the town and at other parts of the 
fortifications the damage was insignifi- 
cant. 

“The garrison is In excellent spirits, 
and the operations of prepar:ng the bat- 
terles for action were carried out in per- 
fect order. 

“According to the reports of the events 
of March 7, the enemy’s squadron re- 
appeared at 8 o’clock in the morning 
near Viadivostok. They entered Ussuri 
bay and proceeded. along the coast with- 
out opening fire. The squadron then re- 
turned and headed for Cape Gamova 
(Possiet bay) wh:ch it reached at 3:40 
p. m. 

“The enemy finally turned off when op- 
posite Pallas bay, and departed in a 
southerly direction.”’

Des Motnes, Iowa, March 8.—Mrs. Sher- 
man Dye, of Boone, accused of sending 
poisoned candy to Miss Rena Nelson, at 
Pierre, S. D., of whom she was said to 
bé jealous, and from which Miss Nelson 
died, cannot be extradited for the crime. 
Neither can she be tried for murder in 
Iowa.

Negro Quarters Fired. 

At 11:30 the threat of the mob fre- 
quently made through the day and even- 
ing was finally made good, and a volume 
of flame was seen to shoot up from the 
rear of a place occupied by “Lea” 
Thomas, a saloon keeper. Preceeding 
the firing of the building, the mob, at a 
distance of a hundred feet, shot at the 
front of the building for a half hour, 
but it is not known whether any of the 
occupants had remained in the building, 
and jf they d.d, whether any fatalities 
resulted from the shooting. 

The fire is spreading both ways from 
Thomas’ place.’ One of the fire engines, 
in attempting to make its way up the 
railway tracks to the scene of the fire, 
stalled In the muddy driveway and is 
unable to aid in fi,ghting the fire. 

It is thought the mob will not tolerate 
any effort of the department to put out 
the fire in thé Levee district, but will 
offer no resistence in the attempts to con- 
fine the fire to the buildings along Wash- 
ington street, known as the Levee. The 
buildings are delapidated frame struc- 
tures, ranging from one to three stories 
in height. They are for the most part 
saloons and small rooming houses. There 
are a few branch offices marntained by 
down town firms in the vicinity. To the 
north of the Levee, or Washington street, 
running parallel with, in East High 
street, the most beautiful thoroughfare 
in the city. There is little or no danger 
however, of the fire spreading to this 
thoroughfare. 

The fire deparment will probably ex- 
perience no trouble In confining the fire 
to the frame buildings. The militia has 
not arrived in sufficient numbers to at- 
tempt to quell the mob, atfd the fire is 
spreading rapidly to the east and west 
of Leslie's place,

It was rumored that the 
negroes were attempting to burn the 
city, and the tnsurance men appealed to 
Mayor Bowlus to protect them. The po- 
lice were in a state bordering on panic 
after their horrible experience at the 
jail the night before. They had been 
without sleep,“were nervous and at high 
tension. 

In the meantime the crowd got bigger. 
‘The majority of the mob seemed to be 
at the rallroad station almost at the 
heart of the city and close to the levee. 
The police trieq to scatter them, but they 
were only partially successful. In this 
crowd a negro fired a shot. There wag 
a cry that it was almed at an officer, and 
immediately the -whole contingent of 
police, and the mob at their heels, with 
a vell, started after him. The negro 
got away. 

The company of militia from Xenia ar- 
rived at 1:30 a. m. and were immediately 
sent toword the Levee by a circuitous 
route. The companies of local militia are 
guarding the armory, where ammuni- 
tion ic stored.

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Cotten and Labor. 
For forty years the south has been 
extremely fortunate in having so many 
advisers in other sections. We cannot 


cannot face an emergency or be threat- 
ened by a crisis—without having ev- 
erything settled for us beforehand by 
the army of experts who reside in the 
north, in the east and in the west. 
We are not permitted to enjoy our 
troubles or t6 nurse our difficulties: 
they are taken out of our hands and 
settled forthwith by the body of ex- 
perts before mentioned. 

We have sometimes thought that 
this method of promoting our comfort 
and happiness is a trifle unfair, for 
there are some grievances and some 
objections that we prefer to wrestle 
with alone when everything is quiet, 
and everybody has gone to bed. But, 
like the pious citizen who went be- 
hind the hen house and fell upon his 
knees, it seems that it is our lot 
in, life to hear the turkey gobbler 
sneeze. 

It may seem to be sheer ingratitude, 
but if we could have one trouble, one 
difficulty, one small grievance that we 
could call our own, the probability is 
that we would be happier. At least we 
should like to try it; we should like 
to make the experiment; we should 
be glad to make an effort to face cir- 
cumstances for ourselves. No doubt 
we. should have to call in help, as the 
result of our effort, but, at the same 
time, the pleasure of trying would be 
ours. However, we suppose that as 
it has been, so it will be, and conse- 
quently we do not propose to repine. 

Maine is settling our prohibition is- 
sues, Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
have taken in hand our race and labor 
problems, and when other troubles 
and difficulties arise, the methods of 
settling them will be apportioned out 
to other states according to nopula- 
tion and general restlessness. Mean- 
while the governor of Ohio. instead of 
following the example of the governor 
of Mississippi, is permitting the whites 
in that state to lynch negroes for mur- 
der, and there is a general imnression 
abroad that the experts who are so 
anxious to advise the south what to 
do in the face of the various emergen- 
cies that arise among peonle who are 
bold as well as free, are not doing 
their duty by their home population. 
It is easy to give advice on matters 
that are far away, but when there are 
‘difficulties in front of our own door, 
the gray horse takes on a different 
color. 

Occasionally, however, it is possible 
to get some important information 
from those who are both curious and 
inquisitive .about southern affairs. 
Congressman Lovering, of Massachu- 
setts, who manufactures cotton at 
home and turns out speeches in the 
house, is of the opinion that it is of 
the first importance that the south 
should maintain its position as the 
great cotton grower of the world, but 
he has been looking into statistics that 
thave a bearing on the matter, and he 
has come to the conclusion that it will 
be necessary for the planters of this 
section to stop considering schemes 
for restricting production and main- 
taining unreasonably high prices that 
must be effective in stimulating the 
cultivation of the, plant beyond the 
ocean. 

He is of the opinion that the only 
reason why the south should not be 
able to produce 15,000,000 bales is to 
be found in the labor supply. He 
thinks that is inadequate, and giv®s 
his reasons in the shape of figures. 
He says that these statistics are ac- 
curate, meaning by that, we suppose, 
that they are as trustworthy as any 
figures can be expected to be when 
they relate to the multiform and com- 
plex relations of labor to production. 


'In eight cotton producing states, Mr. 


Lovering’s figures show that in 1876, 
40 per cent of the total crop of cot- 
ton was made by white labor, and 60 
per cent by negro labor. But in 1900 
the figures are reversed, for Mr. Lov- 


40 per cent by blacks. 

The Massachusetts congressman has 
still another table which, convinces 
him that while the tendency of the 
whole population is to become urban 
and less rural, it is more marked in 
the case of the negro than the white: 
in other words, the tendency of the 
negro to the cities is greater than that 
of the white. These figures seem to 
contain good news for one of the lead- 
ing Massachusetts papers, for the edi- 
tor smacks his lips contentedly and re- 
marks that “some southern people are 
finding a solution of the race problem 
in the supposed drift of the negroes 
to the plantations of the lower cotton 
region, where they wi® act as hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for the 
whites congregating in cities and en- 
gaging in the more desirable occupa- 
tions of manufacturing and «~ nn”— 
though why they would not also be 
acting as hewers of wood and drawers 
of water for such of the hlertke as 
have found profitable occupations in 
the cities is something quite beyond 
our comprehension, 

Mr. Lovering, of course, represents 
the interests of the New England 
cotton manufacturers, who imagine 
that they find many difficulties in the 
present prices of the staple. It seems 
certain, however, that the nrices of 
the manufactured goods will adfust 
themselves to the cost of the raw ma- 
terial, and in that case the manufac- 
turers will not be in so bad a case af- 
ter all. What is more than likely: is 
that the high prices will be the means 
of renewing the interest ir the hnilq- 
ing of new cotton mills in the south. 
This movement, it mvet he remember- 
ed, still continues, although it is not 
so pronounced as it was a few years 
ago, or to be more accurate, the south- 
ern newspapers do not emphasize and 
exhibit the erection of -7w cotton mills 


as they did when the movement be- 


have a problem, real or imaginary—we | 


ering’s statistics show that 60 per cent’ 
of the cotton was made by whites and\ 


nearly every part of the south. 

We agree with the view that there 
is no longer any need for keeping the 
production of cotton very far under 
the limits that now exist. The plan- 
ters as well as the manufacturers,must 
realize the fact that the large addi- 
tions to the spindles of the south have 
made a tremendous increase* ‘~ the de- 
mand for raw cotton, and this increas- 
ed demand is to be taken into consid- 
eration in any estimates the New Eng- 
land manufacturers may make wit?! 
respect to lower prices. Those who 
expect prices of the raw ste~'> to go 
below 12 cents in the near future, are, 
we think, dedeiving themselves. A 
more reasonable view would be for the 
spinners to make their calculations on 
prices ranging between 12 and 15 


cents.

The Cossacks. 

It is the opinion of some of the 
military critics that the Japanese will 
have small show when they come in 
contact with the world-renowned 
Cossacks attached to the Russian 
army. The suggestion fis that the 
little brown men may be very suc- 
cessful in collisions with the Rus- 
sian infantry, for then they will have 
an even chance, but the moment they 
come in contact with the Cossacks 
they will be doubled up and run over 
in. short order. 

The Cossacks have a great reputa- 
tion for cruelty, but cruelty in these 
days is not synonomous with effec- 
tiveness. If wars were conducted on 
the methods and principles that pre- 
vailed half a century ago it is likely 
that the Japanese infantry would 


| have a wholesome dread of the Cos- 


sacks, and no doubt results would 
justify the predictions of some of the 
military critics; but as a matter of 
fact, the countenance of war has 
changed. It wears no smile, it is true, 
but the time has passed when com- 
manders depend on their cavalry as 
such. Fighting on horseback and 
charging opposing armies and’ routing 
them by the weight and power of the 
onset are things of the remote past. 
The conditions of modern warfare 
are such that if a cavalry charge were 
made none of the horses and few of 
the men would live to tell the tale of 
their destruction. Cavalry is still a 
very important branch of the service, 
and in our own army we have what is 


men to be found-in the world today. 
But when war is on foot this body of 
cavalry would serve, not as cavalry, 
but as mounted infantry, 


that on horseback. 


the confederate army, to demonstrate 
to the world the way in which caval- 
ry could be made effective in modern 
warfare. He employed horses in con- 
veying his men from point to point, 
and was thus enabled to move with 
a celerity that the infantry could not 
match; but when the actual fighting 
was about to begin his men were dis- 
mounted, and, with few exceptions, all 
his victories—and they were many— 
were won by his troops on foot. It 
may be said, indeed, that General 
Forrest changed the whole conception 
of military men with respect to the 
cavalry arm of the service. He de- 
pended on the revolver and the car- 
bine and his officers only wore sabers 
as a mark of rank. 

The usefulness of cavalry, as such, 
is confined to scouting and patrol 
service, and for these purposes it is 
indispensable; but in actual fighting 
the horses are sent to the rear and 
are useful only in conveying troops 
very rapidly from point to point. They

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CAN THE RUSSIANS 
MOVE THEIR ARMY? 


(From the London Dally Mail.) 
The Japanese fleet having cleared the 


sea for the transport of the Japanese 
army, and that army having landed in 
immense force in Korea, the problem of 
Japan's success on land depends on the 
enewer to the questions: Can Russia 
move her army overland to the Far East, 
and can she keep it supplied when it has 
heen concentrated on the Far Eastern 
frontier? 

The Russian force now in the Far 
Kast is known fairly accurately. It 
mustered in mid-January 150,000 men and 
266 guns, but it had to accomplish the 
following tasks: 

1. To guard the railway for the whole 
distance inside the Chinese frontier 
1,200 miles. 

2. To garrison the fortresses of Port 
Arthur and Validostok and the works 
on the LiaOtong peninsula, which must 
be Kept strongly manned in view of the 
activity of the Japanese fieet. 

3. To provide tie fleld army, now be- 
ing massed upon the Yalu. 

Reinforcements have been sent since 
mid-January to the extent, at the very 
outside, of 50,000 men. This would give 
an available field force eof under 120,- 
000 men. 


Ten Trains a Day. 

Uniess this-army can de further and 
heavily reinforced it has little chance 
of success against the Japanese, whose 
field army alone numbers 262,000 men, 
so that the Japanese could without diffi- 
culty place forces equal to the Russian 
army on the Yalu on either side of that 
army and attack it simultaneously from 
Korea and Niuchwang. 

Everything then depends on the rein- 
forcements Which can 
Russia in Europe. According to Rus- 
Sian statements, troops can be forward- 
ed Over the Siberian railway at the 
rate of 4,000 meu a day, or 120,000 per 
month—the journey Deing accomplished 
in about a fortnight. 

This, however, {fs all absurdly optimis- 
tle calculation, because it takes no acs 
count of the supplies and stores which 
must be forwarded day after day to keer 
the army already in the Far East in 
fighting trim. 

The movement of a British division re- 
quires thirty-eight trains of twenty-five 
carriages, or, taking an average of all 
arms, 300 men-with guns, stores and 
horses can be moved in each train. If we 
allow 400 men for each Russian train— 
as the Russian army takes the fleld with 
baggage and encumbrances—the 
movement of 4,000 men would be 
quire ‘ten trains a day. 

The Siberian Hailway. 

There is some dispute as to the capac- 
ity of the Siberian railway, but the usu- 
ai estimate ef f urteen trains a day 
might be near the truth in the summer, 
and when there are réo hindrances to traf- 
fic. If, then, 4,000 men were dally pro- 
ceeding east, that would leave only four 
trains for the work Of carrying co! 
for the ships to the further end of the 
line, keeping the locomotives supplied 
and maintaining the stores and supplies 
of a force which was slowly rising day 
by day from 150,000 to 250,000 men. 

For this four trains would be wtterlv 
inadequate, It is doubtful if more than 
one or two troop trains daily, if so many, 
could be intercalated between the supply 
and coal trains going east. Much de- 
pends, of coursg, on the amount of sup 
plies collected by the Russians on the 
spot before the war, but in view of 
the discovery made at Port Arthur a 
month before hostilities began that the 
proper quantittes of food, forage and 
provisions were not forthcoming, ft is 
not that these supplies will 
last for long. 

So far it has been assumed that 
trains were moving in summer under tli¢ 
conditions, and that there is na 
ice, no broken bridges, no interruptions 
of any kind to traffic. There are, how- 
ever, very formidable obstacles to be fac- 
ed by the Russians, so formidable that 
the movement of ftfoops seems to be 4al- 
most out of the question, and the prob- 
lem to be faced by the Russian general 
staff is the far graver one—how are the

As it is vital for 
the Russians to open quicker and easier 
communication with the Far East. they 
are now building a railway across the ice 
over which stores and guns will be con- 
veyed, though troops will detrain and 
march, as the risk of the railway jgur- 
ney is considered too Sreat for them. 

Much depends on the success Of the 
ratiwey, but its failure is quite probable, 
though one cannot but admire the Rus- 
sian engineers for their daring in at- 
tentpting such an experiment. 

In Manchuria Danger Confronts 

Once across the lak® Manchuria its 
speedily entered. Here. there will b* 
danger at every bridge and culvert 
from Chinese bandits and Japanese emis 
There have already been reports 
that mines have been found = under 
bridges an@ that thé Tine has been ir 
places destroyed. These reports are in 
trinsically probable, though of what is 
happening in the interior We shall not 
be permitted to hear anything from Rus- 
sian sources, and so these tales can rest 
on nothing but guess work. But ar- 
rangements are known to have been 
made for breaking the bridges. 

Allowing for Lake Baikal, Dut not for 

the breaking of bridges, the calculations 
of the Japanese staff are that from four 
to six trains a day can Be moved in 
each direction. When the ice begins to 
melt on Baikal, in the eary epring, the 
number of trains each way is expected to 
fall to two. What Interruption to traf- 
@c may be cansed by the breaking of 
bridges !t is imupossible to say. But 
in the zone in which it is likely to occur, 
Manchuria, the line is well laid and can 
move fourteen trains a day, s0 that 
arrears caused by interruption of traf- 
fic ought to be quickly overtaken, 
It would thus appear that the serious 
obstacles in Russia’s way are, first, the 
distance, which is immense; second, the 
interruption of Lake Baikal. Temporary 
destruction of culverts and bridges in 
Manchuria may add ‘considerably to the 
dlay caused by these studendoug imped- 
iments. 

Enough has been said here to show 
that {t is preposterous to suppose that 
Russia will be able to move half a million 
or one million mento the Far East or to 
overwhelm JJapan “by her Irresistible 
mass.” If the Japanese, like the Boers, 
sat still and merely waited, there might 
be some chance for fhe Russian millions. 
But the Japanese will not wait or sit still; 
they will attack at all times,

mittee, is having prepared a circu- 
lae letter eigned by Chairman FE. T. 
Brown, of the state democratic executive 
committee, addressed to the chairmen of 
the county executive committees, and he 
will wend this out to each county chair- 
man within the next two or three-days, 
eccompanied by a printed copy of the 
rules adopted by the committee, and the 
form of ticket to be used in the coming 
primary on April 20. 

Chairman Brown left the city yesterday 
for Florida, where he goes on account 
of his health, but he left everything in 
good shape before his departure, and all 
instructions relating to the coming pri- 
mary will be in the hands of the county 
committees in good season. 

The form of the official] ticket has not 
yet been completed, but this will be ready 
by tomorrow, and will] then be placed in 
the hands of the printer. Upon it will 
appear the name of every candidate to 
be voted for in the coming primary In- 
cluding the state house officers, circuit 
judges and solicitors, chief justice and as- 
sociate justices of the supreme court, 
congressmen, representatives and sena- 
tors in the next legislature and county 
officers. 

In his letter Chairman Brown urg>s a 
full registration of the party, and re- 
quests county chairmen to see the tax 
collectors and have them keep the reg- 
istration books open during the hours 
required by law. Chairman Brown's let- 
ter is as follows: 

“Headqudrters State Democratic Exec- 
ntive Commitiee, Atlanta, Ga., March 8, 
1904. To the Chairmen of the County 
Democratic Executive Committees of 
Georgia: 

“Gentlemen—In compliance with the in- 
etructions of the state Gemocratic exec- 
utive committee, I herewith place in your 
hands the rwes and regulations passed 
by the committeerat its meeting held in 
Atianta on February 29, 1904, providing 
for a democratic estate primary to be 
held on the 20th day of April, 1904.

Holds Minor Cannot Vote. 

ffon. T. J. M. Kelly, of Glascock, rep- 
regerrtative fn the present legislature, 
propounded a very interesting question 
ta Atttorney General John C. Hart, in a 
letter asking for information as to 
laws governing the etate primary. 

Mr. Kelly wanted to know whether one 
who is now a minor, but who will be- 
eome of age before the regular state 
election, can legally register and vote in 
the primary of April 20, though he will 
not be of legal age at the time the 
primary is held. 

While the law permftts one who is not of 
age, but. who will become of age Defore 
an election, to register so that he may 
vote when the election fs held, {t does 
not permit anyone fo cast a ballot in an 
election until after he attains his ma- 
jority. : 

‘One voting in aprimary, is required 
if called upon to do s6, to take the 4ame 
Oath as is administered to a voter ina 
regular election, and this includes oath 
to the effect that stich voter {fs 2! years 
or Over. For this reason Judge Hart 
gives it as his opinion that a minor who 
will become of age before the state 
election cannot vote in the primary, un- 
less he has reached his majority at the 
time the primary {ip held.

MURDER CLEW 
IS DISPROVED 


County Police Believe Death 
Was Que to an Ac- 
cident, 


The dead body which was found badly 
burned about a mile and a half west 
of Atlantic “eights, by an old negro 
woman Saturday, and which was not re- 
ported to the police until Monday, is be- 
lieved to be that of Joseph Warren Man- 
ning, a man of about sixty-five years old, 
who lived with his shildren in and 
around Aflant& Tor inany years. 

County Policemen Maddox, Dunbar 
and Cheshire were detailed to investi- 
gate the case and as a-result of their 
labors they are of the Opinion that the 
old man met his death by accident and 
was not murdered, as was at first be- 
lieved. 

John Cox, a son in law of Manning, 
was called upon and admitted that he 
had not seen his! father in law for more 
than a week. He made a careful exam- 
ination of the bedy, but was unable to 
identify it as that of his father in law. 
The body, however, was badly dourned 
at the time of death and had been ex- 
posed for a long time and the county 
police are stHl of the opinion that the 
dead man was once John Warren Man- 
ning. 

Officer. Maddox, speaking of the mat- 
ter, said: : 

“Close examination of the body and the 
ground where it was found indicates 
that death was due to an accident, rath- 
er than by means of violence. We 
carefully followed up every possible clew 
and motive and all of:the evidence was 
in favor of an accidental death. 

“It seems that the old negro Woman 
saw the fire burning Saturday and she 
whipped it out, or thought she did. She 
is an old woman and after returning to 
her cabin she saw what she believed 
to be a stump blazing. She came out 
and started to whip this fire out when 
she discovered it was not a stump but 
the body of a man. Apparently she 
was frightened and so did not report her 
find. 

“The way the ground was burned in 
the vicinity of the body would also pre- 
clude the probability of its having been 
fired purposely. Then it was evident 
that the man had taken his shoes off 
and carefully placed them to one eide 
and laid down to rest. He simply fell 
asleep and before he awoke was burned 
to death. 

“While his son in law could not iden- 
tify the body positively, we were all of 
the opinion that further developments 
will prove that it was Manning. If it 
was Manning he had no money nor could 
we find any other motive for murder,”’ 

The body was buried yesterday after- 
‘noon in Westview, from the undertak- 
ing rooms of Hillburn & Poole.

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ON HIGH SCHOOL DIPLOMAS. 


Arrangements May Be Made for Ad- 
mission to the State University 
at Athens. 

With a view of bridging the gap Dbde- 
tween the high school systems of the 
state and hfgher education, the trus- 
tees of the state university have adopt- 
ed a plan under which graduates of cef- 
tain high schools may be admitted to the 
university without standing the entrance 


examination. 

State Agent Joseph S. Stewart of the 
university, calls attention to this plan 
and says the authorities of the state uni- 
versity recognize that the university is 
designed to be the apex of the state 
system of education, and in order to sé- 
cure the highest and best results there 
should be hearty cooperation between 
the parts of the 

The paln of the trustees of the unl- 
versity is to establish such relations with 
those high schools that will conform to 
the rules laid down, as will admit grad- 
uates of these high schools to the univer- 
sity classes without the usual examina-- 
nation requirements, The university of- 
fers to accredit in this way two classes 
of high schools, as set forth in the fol- 
lowing statement; 

“I. Schools which fully meet admis- 
sion requiremegts. 

“Pupils from* these schools will be ad- 
mitted to the university upon presenting 
the official certificate of the superintend- 
ent or high school principal, indicating 
in each case what subjects have been 
Studied, the time spent on each, the 
text-books used and, the grades received. 

“2. Schools which, while they can do 
only a part of the required preparatory 
work, are doing that part in a satisfactory 
manner. The work of these schools, 
certified as indicated. above, will be ac- 
cepted by the university in the subjects 
that meet the admission requirements. 

“Sitdents not accredited or partially 
accrdiied, will be required to stand a 
written examination for the purpose of 
enabling the faculty to determine their 
fitness and prescribe conditions of pos- 
sible admission.”’ 

Schools wishing to be accredited should 
send to the university for applicatien 
blanks and full particulars ag te the re- 
quirements and courses of study. After 
the receipt of the application the school 
will tbe visited and later voted upon 
by the faculty of the university, pub- 
lished in the annual catafogue and al- 
lowed to usSe the wniversity’s indorse- 
men of the school,

APPEAL OF COLORED Y. M. C. A. 


Asks the Assistance of the Colored 
People of Atlanta in Its 
Work. 

The Colored Y. M. C. A. of Atlanta, 
which is under the general supervision 
of and has the support and jndporse- 
ment of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation, is making an effort to increase 
its efficiency and to carry on the work 
upon a more elaborate scale and Is ask- 
ing the assistance of the colored people 

of Atlanta. 

R. T. Weatherby, the secretary, has 
fssued an appeal which is directed especi- 
ally to the colored people. The Colored 
Y. M. C. A. haswrecelved such frequent 
aid from the white people that it is now 
making an effort, to secure the interest 
and support of the colored people before 
@gain calling upon its white friends. 

The appeal follows: 

“The colored branch of the Young 
Men's Christian Association has been 
operating in this city for several vears, 
but they have had a regularly employed 
secretary for only two yecrs and four 
months. When they called a secretary 
the membership numbered forty-nine, 
they were holding meetings in the lower 
room of a grocery store on Auburn ave- 
nue. In a few months after the secre- 
tary took charge they secured the up- 
stairs to the store and began Bible class 
and night school work. The night school 
was begun with three students and the 
attendance has increased each term un- 
til the enrollment has gone bevond fifty 
since the session opened last October, and 
s0 deep is the interest on the part of 
the men who attend that some have 
walked 2 miles every night since October

“The weekly Bible class has grown 
from two to twenty-five members. Many 
Of the men have become Christians. and 
joined the different churches in the city. 

“Through the gecretary and members 
Several positions have been secured for 
worthy persons with most satisfactory 
results. The membership has increased 
from 49 to 256. 

“The white friends have shown deep 
interest from the beginning, but for their 
financial assistance the present attain- 
ments would not have been possible. 

“When the work became so large that 
the old quarters could no longer furnish 
sufficient floor space the committee of 
management went to the central assocfa- 
tion for advice with a view. to purchas- 
ing their own, home, the directors of the 
eentral branch appointed a committee, 
consisting of Messrs. C. D. Montgomery, 
J. W. Wills and Dr. J. D. Turner. to 
investigate and report to them at their 
regular meeting. So convincing was the 
report of the committee as‘to the eirn- 
estness of the men, the helpfitiness of 
he work and the possible influence upon 
the colored men and bovs of the city that 
they not only recommended the purchase 
of a home, which costs, together with 
improvements and current exnenses for 
one year, amounted to $5,000. but also 
pledged its assistance and received the 
department into branch relations, being 
the only southern’ association, except 
Louisville, Ky., to take such an advanced 
Step in the interest of the colored men. 

“In view of such interest and liberal as- 
sistance on the part of the whites the 
colored men have felt ft their dutv not to 
ask the white friends for further aid 
until they had had opportunity to show 
to,the white citizens of Atlanta that the 
colored men and women were as deeply 
cencerned in the welfare of their own 
men and boys 4s are the whites. 

“To this end they are asking 150 col- 
ored men and women to subscribe $!0 
each, to be paid on or before April 25.

Soldiers in Manchuria to hold her own 
against the forces of Japan. | 

M. Dianoff resides tn Moscow, and Icft 
his home six months ago to buy cotton 
in this country. He has traveled over 
most off the southern part of the United 
States. He is a young man, and has a 
very pleasing address, though he does 
not appear to have a very close ac- 
quaintance with the English dictionary. 

When the Passing Throng man asked 
him what he thought of the war and his 
country’s prospects, he said: 

‘I only know what you know about 
recent events, and that ts what has heen 
printed in the newspapers. Most of that 
T regard as fabrications. When I was 
In Houston, Tex., I read four times that 
Port Arthur had fallen, and yet Port 
Arthur has not fallen at all. Thee 
Stories are made to suit the taste of 
England and certain anti-Russian papers 
in this country, New York especially.’’ 
He was asked whether or not Russta 
Was in a position to maintain and pro- 
vide for a Jarge army in the field, to 
which he replied: 

“T have been away from Russia six 
months, and was not very familiar with 
militaty conditions when I left, for it 
has been five years since I served as a 
lieut@nant in the reserves, Dut © oe 
Sure that in six months ample prepara- 
tions could bs made. J know that Rus- 
Sia has enough men in Manchuria to

“However, when I left Russia there 
WAaSgno general discussion of war zolng 
on. *T Was all ‘n the future. and conse- 
quently I have only the means that any 
one else has for keeping in touch with 
passing events, ithowzh I do get Russian 
papers, They reach me twenty days 
late, however.” :

Here is the pathetic story of a youth 
of the tender age of 132 years, who was 
cut down untimely by the excessive use 
Of alcoholic stimulants. The poor boy 
might have liver] several centuries if he 
had practiced self-control, but like many 
another he was gay and frisky in his 
youth, and so fell into an early grave, 
His end ought to prove a timely warning 
to other young men who desire to live

A recent edition of a New York paper 
had the following to say of the poor old 
youth, whose boyish wild oats terminat- 
ed so sadly: 

“The oldest man in the world fs dead. 

“‘Noah Raby, who would have been 132 
years of age had he lived until the first 
of next April, died yesterday in the alms- 
house of Piscataway Township, in New 
Jersey. His life was undoubtedly short- 
ened ‘by the continued and excessive use 
of liquor and tobacco. 

‘*‘Noah Raby was four years older than 
the republic of the United States, having 
been born in 1772. For forty years he 
had been an inmate of the almshouse, 
but before drifting into that snug harbor 
lived a Hfe of strenuous effort and con- 
finued excitement. He died a bachelor, 
true to his first loves 

“The funeral of the aged man has been 
arranged for half past 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, from the home of Superintend- 
ent Henry G. Hummer, of the aimshouse. 
Miss Denman, of New Brunswick, who 
has always taken a great interest in 
Noah, has undertaken all the duties 
necessary to the sepulture of her old 
friend. 

“His mother was Morning Raby, of 
North Caroiina, and his father was an 
Indian. He was born at Patonton, N. C., 
and lived there for many years. He 
worked for a time on the plantation of 
Mrs, Sarah Parker, a widow, with whom 
he fell in love. He was too bashful to 
tell of his love, however, and enlisted 
on the Constitution, then one of the 
finest vessels in the United States navy. 
He transferred from this to the Brandy- 
wine, and at the end of the war of 1812 
returned to the Parker plantation, de- 
termined to tell his love. He found Mrs. 
Parker married. : 

“Thereafter he rambied through the 
coast states until he reached New Jersey, 
and there he remained.”

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CZAR’S FEAR OF JAPANESE 


DUE TO ATTACK ON HIS LIFE 


.... When news of the first Japanese victory 
reached St. Petersburg, the czar is sald 
to have mused a moment and then t¢ 


have exclaimed: 

“TI am unlucky with the Japanese. My 
{11 luck began when I was ezarewitch 
ar’ was attacked by a Japanese police- 
man.” 

This superstition is sald toe have pos- 
sessed the Russian ruler since the. fa- 
natic Tsuda Sanzo assailed and nearly 
killed him thirteen years ago in the vil- 
lage of Otsu, Japan, 

The ezar has good reasons for remem- 
bering the event. Many times since, it 
has been reported that the czar had b:3- 
come an epileptic as a result of the blow, 
which fractured the bony covering of the 
skull. The Japanese surgeons removed a 
splinter over 2 1-2 inches in length. 

The seriousness of the incident was not 
lost on Japan. For months there was 
constant apprehension that Russia would 
send troops and ships to avenge the at- 
tack on the czarewitch, and when that 
fear passed away cunning Japan settled 
down to the éonviction that Russia would 
never forgive the incident or forget it 
unti? {t had been wiped out with Japanese 
blood. 

Balls and Fetes Arranged. 

There was no outward unfriendliness 
although the Russian legation at Tokio 
had been attacked some months before. 
That was due to a party of Russians 
looking down from a kiosk while the 
mikado passed through the street. It is 
against the national custom of Japan to 

look down on the mikado. 

When it was announced that the czare- 
witch would visit Japan on his tour 
around the world extensive preparations 
were made to welcome him, and a series 
of balls and fetes in his honor had been 
arranged in Tokio. When the ezarewitch, 
his companion, Prince George, of Greeve, 
and his suite of officials arrived at Kobe 
Raron Shevich, the then Russian min- 
ister to Japan, went down to the port 
to meet him. Admiral Alexieff, now vic- 
eroy in the Orient, was then in command 


of the czar's Asiatic fleet, and was on 


the flagship. 

The czarewitch and his suite went from 
Kobe to Kioto, the show city of Japan, 
where most of the imperial treasure 
houses are located. From Kioto the party 
journeyed to Lake Biwa, and visited the 
wonderful treasure house of the rove] 
family in the village of Otsu. Return‘ng 
to the railroad station the ezarewitch 
and Prince George walked ahead of the 
party, the coolies lagging behind with 
their jinrickshas. 

Extraordinary precautions had been 
made to police the entire route traveled 
by the imperial party, for the Japanese 
government greatly feared that word of

the ozarewitch’s journey might have 
reached Siberia and some Nihilist would 
have worked his way~down from Vladi- 
vostock to assassinate him. Policemen 
were stationed at short intervals all along 
the roadway. The J: angse policeman 
carries a short sword aa iG only weapon. 
They stood along the roadway with arms 
presented. 


Struck Him With Sword. 

While the czarewitch and Prince George 
passed along, chatting, without a sus- 
picion of danger, one of these policemen, 
named Tsuda Sanzo, stepped forward 
and brought his sword down with full 
force on the head of the czarewitch. 
The weapon cut through his military cap, 
crashed ftnto the bone of his skull, and 
felled him like a log. The blood spurted 
out.and saturated his unfform. 

All the accounts sent out described the 
beroism of Prince George. As a matter 
of fact, the coolles in the rear sprang 
forward and threw themeelves on Tsud1 
before he could deliver a second blow. 
They gave him a good beating, and then 
Prince George sprang on him, disarmed 
him and held him until hey came. The 
policeman was hurried off to prison, and 
the czarewitch was carried to the rail- 
rget station and hurried back to Kohe, 
where he was taken aboard the Russian 
flagship. 

Japanese Minister Cursed. 

You can imagine the consternation the 
incident caused in Tokio. Viscount Asokfl, 
then minister of foreign affairs, hurried 
aboarg a special train with two cele- 
brated surgeons. The Japanese surgeons, 
by the way, are second to none in the 
world. : 

There was a picturesque {Incident when 
the Japanese minister arrived aboard the 
Russian flagship. Baron Schivich met 
him as he reached. the deck and gave him 
the choicest ‘cussing’ that was ever 
handed out by a Russian, and the Rus- 
sians are wonders at that work. Imagine 
Count Cassini using such language to 
Secretary Hay and you have an idea 
of the fncident. 

Viscount Asoki made no reply and 
passed on to the admiral’s quarters where 
he stated his mission, which was to con- 
vey the condolences of his foyal master, 
the mikado, to the czarewftch. . 


Mikado Went To See Him. 


The mikado was greatly disturbed and 
immediately on hearing the news, ordered 
a. special train to take him to Kobe. He 
was dissuaded by hig ministers as the 
mikado never leaves the Geapital to greet 
a foreigner. But the next day he swept 
aside all diplomatic advice and went to 
Kobe. After She Japanese surgeons had 
removed the splinter of bone from the 
ezarewitch’s head and decided that the 
wound was not grave, there was great 
relief, but an uneasy feeling prevailed. 

The czarewitch sailel away home, the 
fetes were abandoned hnd every one ex- 
pected that Russia would make the occa- 
sion a pretext for armed invasion. Noth- 
ing resulted, however, but the lesson was 
not lost on Japan. Her statesmen were 
agreed that when the czarewitch ascend- 
ed the throne, the incident would in- 
fluence his policy toward their country. 
They confidently anticipated war sooner 
or later, and they prepared for it. That 
they were not mistaken in their judgment 
of Russia’s attitude became apparent 
after the China-Japanese -war. Since 
then the_relations between the two coun- 
tries have been strained. 


Assailant Died in Prison. 

Tsuda Sanzo was tried unger the new 
Japanese code of criminal procedure, 
which had just then been introduced. He 
Was convicted and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. It was clearly €emonstrated 
that he was a fanatic and not a member 
of any secret society. A year and a half 
after his incarceration in a northern 
prison, he died. It wag said he had 
starved himself to death. In the Orient 
you will find many who hold that the 
blow Tsuda Sanzo struck the czarewitch 
was what made the present war in- 
evitable,

Chicago, March 8.—A struggle for pos- 
session of an Alaskan gold mine which in 
less than five years has yielded over $1,- 
300,000, is now going on secretly before 
a board of arbitration in Chicago.

TO INCREASE 
CORN ACREAGE 


Mississippi Planters Deter- 
mined Not To Buy Gorn and 
Wheat from North, 


Jackson, Miss., March 8.—(Special.)— 
The campaign of advice to the farmers 
at the beginning of the plantings season 
is having its effect. From all parts of 
the state comes reports that the farm- 
ers are preparing to plant a larger corn 
acreage than ever before and, in spite 
of the high prices of cotton and the 
splendid prospects for these high prices 
to exist next year, Mississippi's tillable 
acreage will not be devoted almost ex- 
clusively to cotton, which has often been 
the case during an era of prosperity in 
the cotton market. 

Sober thought has convinced the plant- 
ers that they cannot be thoroughly pros- 
perous without diversified crops, and 
that fancy prices for cotton amount to 
but little when they arec ompelled to 
buy corn and meat in the north and 
pay correspondingly fancy prices. 

The cotton acreage will be the largest 
on record. Fields that have not been 
cultivated for many years, idle meadow 
lands and every available bit of ground 
is being prepared for the season’s crop, 
and the prospect of: cotton continuing 
its reign as king is stimulating the agri- 
culturalists to efforts of the greatest en- 
ergy. The Situation among the farm- 
ers is satisfactory to a high degree. 
There are but few of them that are not 
free of debt. They are hopeful, cheerful 


fand independent and the only pesshmis- 


tic phase of the outlook is that some of 
them may become too greedy and overtax 
themselves by planting a larger acreage 
than they ei be able to till and har- 
vest. 

The conviction is firm among them that 
the present cotton prices are due to the 
law of supply and demand, and that the 
the speculative element is cutting little 
or no figure in the fluctuations, The crop 
will be more expenSive to pitch this year 
than it has been for many years, owing 
to the high price of food products, mules 
and labor, but this element will be no de- 
terrent to the volume of acreage and 
even the high price of cotton semi for

ment.* 

Perhaps the principal cause of the 
larger acreage this year, which is very 
unusual in view of the heavy increase 
in cotton acreage, is the fear that the 
war in the Orient may involve other na- 
tions im hostilities and thus cause 4ll 
food products to go higher than ever be- 
fore. The folly of planting an exclusive 
cotton crop has so often been pointed out 
and has been so frequently felt with bit- 
ter experience that the era of diversifi- 
cation seems to have come to stay and, 
if the season is in any way favorable. 
Mississippi will have a bumper corn yleld 
this year. 

The farmers have made many improve- 
ments on their property since the close 
of the last harvesting season. With an 
abundance of money derived from the 
sale of their crops they have erected new 
dwellings, new barns, new fences, and 
made extensive repairs on other farming 
property, purchased new stock and still 
have money on deposit in, the banks. The 
fact that the state sige in Mississippi 
have over $32,000,000 on deposit today is 
an eloquent testimonial to the fact that 
the farmers are not lacking in funds. 
Contrary to the almost general rule here- 
tofore it is not the Delta planters who 
are exclusively enjoying this prosperity, 
but it is especially prevalent in the hill 
counties, where farming lands are owned 
in small tracts and worked chiefly by the 
white farmer and ‘his family. 

All in all, the indications are bright 
for one of the most prosperous years in 
the farming history of the state, and 
there is every reason to believe that the 
most optimistic hopes will be realized.

four of the number are to be located in 
Mississippi. 

The work in this state will be under the 
direction of Prof. B. M: Tracy, a native 
Mississippian, who has been in the serv- 
ice of the department of agriculture for 
a number of years. Prof. Tracy, assist- 
ed by Prof. Spillman, of Washington, 
Prof. Lloyd, of the Mississippi Agricultur- 
al and Mechanical college, and Prof. Fer- 
ris, of the McNeil Experiment station, has 
located the first experfment farm to be 
established in this state at Wiggins, on 
the Gulf and Ship Island railroad tin Har- 
rison county. The land selected is own- 
ed by the Finkbine’Lumber company and 
is located.about one mile from the rail- 
road. 

It is the intention of the government 
to make an actual working demonstra- 
tion of how money can be made by the 
average person following agricultural 
pursuits in a practical manner. The soil 
is of average. quality and all of its pos- 
sibilities will be thoroughly tested. 

Prof. Tracy and his assistants have al- 
ready established four smaller farms in 
the south, one at Columbia, S. C., the sec- 
ond at Talladega, Ga., the third at Union 
town, Ala., and the fourth near San An- 
tonio, Texas. The remaining twenty- 
five farms will be located within the pres- 
ent vear. 

One of the first experiments to be made 
by the government in this state is with 
the cassava plant, of Which great pos- 
sibilities are promised. Especial attention 
wil} also be devoted to cane culture.

The President’s Indian Shirt. 
(From The Washington Post.) 
Professor Holmes, curator of anthro- 
pology of the National museum, has jugt 
added to the museum’s collection of In- 
dian curiosities in the northwest hall a 
very handsome buckskin shirt, made. by 
the Delaware Indians for President 
Roosevelt and presented to him during 
his last trip to the west. The Delawares 
once inhabited the région around the 
head of Chesapeake and Delaware bays. 
their domain extending almost as far 
south as Washington. They belonged 
to the »‘gonquin stock and as the Aw 
lantic seaboard became gettled they wer« 
pushed gradually west, first to Ohio and 
still later to their present home in the 
Indian Territory. They are today among 
the few surviving - pure-blooded tribes 
that once Ynhabited the Atlantic sea 
coast, the others being the Mohawks, 
Senecas, Cayugus, Onondagas, Oneidas, 
Tuscaroras, Abenakis and Stockhridges. 
They occupy today a very ll reser- 
vation in the Indian Territo: nd hum- 
ber, perhaps, less than 200. KBeing East- 
ern Indians, their bead work designs, 
clothing and moccasin patterns and triba) 
arts are altogether different from those 

of the plains and western Indians. 

The shirt hangs in a case, where there 
are a 4arge number of others, made bv 
the Sioux, Cheyennes. Kiowas and Black- 
feet, and the difference in the cut, execu- 
tion and beadwork design its noticeab]>.

Owing to the searcity 
of deer and the high price of buckskin, 
the Delawares have made very few such 
shirts for many vears past, treasnring 
them up as memorials.

slashed }buck®Kin Upon the front there 
is a verv beautiful morning glorv de- 
Sign, worked in different eclored beads. 
the Delawares, like the Iroquois and 
Abenakis. being famous for’ their float 
designs in beadwork. Then on either 
side of the morning glory pattern are two 
large turtles, in deep purple beads. the 
turtle being the totem, or tribsl’ crest 
of the Delawares, just as the buffale or 
the covote is of some other ‘tribes. Tha 
two tortoises face each other from the 
right and left chest and are very cleverly 
executed. :

Senator Overman asked for a descrip- 
tion of the marriage ceremony in 1888 
and witness declared that he could not 
remember how it was performed except 
that he went to the temple in Logan 
and it was performed there.

Six Wives in Two Years. 

“He accepted the teaching and entered 
into the practice, marrying six wives in 
the years 1846 and 1846. So that my 
earliest recollection embraces the life of 
I remember all my father’s 
wives as I do my own mother, and I 
lived in a family thus constituted until I 
grew up and became the head of a fam- 
ily of my own.

Mr. Lyman again took the stand at 2 
Pp. m. He said he became an apostle in 
1880 and “that Reed Smoot became an 
apostle in 1900. Mr. Smoot had never re- 
proved him for Hving in polygamy either 
in public or in the apostolic meetings. 
“If I am thought worthy I will suc- 
ceed to the presidency of the Mormon 
church if I survive President Smith,” 
said Mr. Lyman, in answer to a question. 
Mr. Lyman said that'he is the presiding 
officer of the twelve apostles. The name 
ot John Henry Smith, a polygamist, was 
given as the second m¢mber of the twelve 
apostles and that of George Tesdale, a 
polygamist, as the third apostle. H. B. 
Grant, a polygamist, fourth; John W. 
Taylor, a polygamist, fifth; Mr. Merrill, 
a polygamist, sixth, making five aposties 
who are conceded to be polygamists. 
“Senator Smoot has attended the meet- 
ing of the apostles,” said Mr. Lyman, 
“and has taken part in the exercises at 
the weekly meetings.” 
The witness said he had not introduced 
any of his wives to Mr. Smoot. 
Chairman Burrows asked concerning 
the nature of the marriage 


by Mr. Worthington on the ground that 
{t did not assuzne that Mr. Smoot had 
any knowledge of the ceremony. Chair- 
man Burrows said it had been asserted 
that Senator Smoot had “gone through 
the endowment house’ and had taken 
some oaths that might conflict with his 
oath as a senator. 

Mr. Lyman said he could not state 
the service it it was to save his life. 


Smoet and Polygamy. 

Mr. Lyman said the members of the 
first presidency and the apostles had 
never discussed the advisability of prose- 
cuting persons engaged in polygamous co- 
habitation. 

“Apostie Smoot never knew I had more 
than one wife,’ in anSwer to a ques- 
tion. Mr. Lyman has charge of the 
work of sending out missionaries atv 
he identified the books that are used in 
making converts. He said the apostles 
do not look upon the doctrine and cove- 
nents as one of the books for general 
circulation. 

Mr. Lyman said missionaries are al- 
ways thoroughly warned not to discuss 
polygamy, ‘‘because we have yielded to 
the requirement of the law not to teach 
the theory of polygamy.” He said the 
missionames never touch upon the sub- 
ject unless the theory ig ‘assailed, 

“Do they defend or denounce it?’’

HOW GOLDBERG LOST 
BOTH HORSE AND BRIDLE 


When B. Goldberg tries to bridle a 
fractious horse he wilt doubtless use 
more care than he displayed Monday 
morning. At any rate, he will see that 
the animal is not near a well, and that 
there is no possibility of losing both 
horse and bridle. 

When Mr. Goldberg proceeded to put 
a bridle on his horse last Sunday the 
animal made violent protests, and gave 
@vidence of a desire to avoid the opera- 
tion. In fact, his demonstrations were 
of such a strenuous kind that he backed 
about the yard until he came {fn contact 
with a well, covered with a wooden box, 
which supported the buckets. Just at 
this moment Mr. Goldberg succeeded in 
placing the bridle in its proper place. 
The horse, in order to further vent his 
ill temper, gave an unusually hard pull 
on the bridle, and backed square against 
the well box. Then it was that Mr. 
Goldberg saw both horse and bridle dis- 
appear into the earth. The well box 
had given way and the horse, left with- 
out any support whatever, dropped into 
the well. He failed to reach the bottom, 
being stopped by the brick walling. which 
extended half way to the top. 

Goldberg knew the horse was in the 
well, because he saw the anima) fall in, 
and he could hear him kicking off brick 
by the hundred 

In a few minutes he had called Dr. 
Carnes, one of the humane officers, to 
the scene. Dr. Carnes was puzzled. He 
lowered a lantern into the well to in- 
vestigate the situation, but the lack of 
oxygen caused the light to go out before 
it reached the horse. Then Dr. Carnes 
clamored down into the well, carrying a 
light with him. But the light went out 
and he was unable to render any assist- 
ance to the suffering animal. Finally 
he dropped a bunch of burning news- 
papers into the well. It reached the 
horse before having been extinguished by 
the foul air, and taking careful aim 
with his revolver, Dr. Carnes put the 
horse out of its misery. 

Goliberg wanted to fil the well, and 
bury the horse in that manner, but the 
sanitary authorities refused to permit 
it. Now, men are at work trying to ex- 
tricate the dead animal. It is probable 
that they will complete the work some

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TICKET OFFICES. 
TO CONSOLIDATE 


Central and West Point Route 
To Use Sams Office 


Move on Part of the Two Roads 
Causes Much Conjecture in Rail- 
road Circles—No Changes 
in Officials Have Been 
Announced. 


The city ticket and passenger offices of 
the Central of Georgia and the Atlanta 
and West Point roads will soon be con- 
solidated, and the new office will be in 
the Fourth National benk building, in the 
half-story on Marietta and Peachtree 
streets. 

The officials who will be in charge of 
the consolidated office have not yet been 
named, but it is stated on good authority 
that they wil] very probably be the same 
that have looked after the interests of 
the two roads’ offices when operated sep- 
arately, and that there will not be any 
material changes made in the office 
force. 

The fact that these two important Nnes 
are about to merge their local offices 
has caused the greatest interest In rail- 
road circles, and there have been many 
theories advanced as to the meaning of 
the movement. Nothing definite, however, 
is known in this city as to the interpre- 
tation of the consolidation. It is stated 
by disinterested railroad officials that the 
change was probably made to save ex- 
penses, and there may be a reduction in 
the office force which will assume the 
management of the joint establishment. 
But this ts mere conjecture and it cannot 
be said positively what the merger means. 
The Central, it is understood, is con- 
trolled by the Southern, and the Atlanta 
and West Point is understood to be under 
the domination of the Georgia, which, in 
turn, is controlled by the Atlantic Coast 
Line. 

The question in the minds of those who 
heard of the dead yesterday was, are the 
Southern and the Coast Line preparing 
to get together, and does this mean that 
the Coast Line will not put on its pro-

Nothing of 
a tangible nature deweloped from these 
reports, and the matter was dropped from 
public notice. 71@ present announcement 
wilj not come altogether in the nature of 
a surprise, for those who have been kKeep- 
ing up with the railroad situation In this 
city have already figured on some such 
alignment as the one which this brings 
into view. 

Whether any of the local officials will 
lose out in the deal is not Known to any 
one here. The city ticket and passenger 
agent of the Central in Atlanta and the 
same official of the West Point, 
W. A. Stokes and S. C. Griswold, are re- 
garded as among the most competent 
men .n their positions in the entire coun- 
try. Both have made good with their 
lines, and it .is highly improbable that 
ether will find his services dispensed with 
when the consolidation takes place. The 
other men in the two offices will also 
probably remain in.their present posi- 
tions, as the joint office will do at least 
as much business as the two former ones 
and possibly a good deal more, the loca- 
tion being thought to be one of the best 
in the city. 

The district passenger agents of the 
two roads, J. B. Hayword and 
W. H. Fogg, will have their offices in 
the same building, and in many respects 
the placing of the offices together will 
make no material change. 

General Passenger Agent J. C. Halle, 
of the Central, wis in Atlanta yesterday, 
but what he did was not revealed by 
himself or any of the Centra) officials. 
It is stated by other railroad men that 
his coming was for thé purpose of com- 
pleting the details of the consolidation 
of the two offices. 

The West Point city ticket and passen- 
ger office is at present located on Pryor 
street, and the office of the Central is 
on Wall atreet, both being near the union 
passenger station. The new quarters of 
these roads will be in the semi-basement, 
or half-story of the Fourth National bank 
building, which is nearing completion. 
They will have ample room in their new 
location and the office wil: front on two 
of the most traveled streets of the city. 
All the appointments of this building will 
be modern and convenient, and the. offi- 
clals are glad that the change is to be 
made. They will move as soon as the 
building is ready for occupancy. And in 
the meantime railroad men will continue 
to speculate on the meaning of the con- 
solidation, 
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Practically all the changes that ere go- 
ing to be made in railroad officials this 
year have already been made j according 
to one of the most prominent railroad 
men who visits this city oceasionally. 
Four of the leading roads of the south 
have made many changes, and they were 
made early in the season. In fact, many 
of them were made last year and those 
who were “resigned’’ this year received 
their cérculars some time (4go. It is 
thought here now that there will be few 
or no changes from this time until next 
December, unless there should be some 
real resignations, and it ts sald to be 
well known that they are few and far 
apart. All the roads in this section «are 
now supposed to have selected the men 
that they wish to keep for a year, at

Interurban electric railroads are receiv- 
ing more and more attention ffom capf- 
talists, and it is the general] opinion; gath- 
ered from the technical journals of the 
country, that where the country is level 
and thickly settled this kind of rapid 
transit will eventually take the place 
to a large extent of the steam roads. 
It {s urged by some writers that the steam 
roads are already losing money by not 
gdopting this form of road even where 
they have steam lines, ag it is said to 
provoke the riding habit on the part 
of the people and to thereby induce more 
of them to use both the electric and the 
steam roads. Many of these lines are 
already in operation In this country and 
more are being annually constructed. It 
is a common thing even in the south, 
which {is supposed to be somewhat behind 
the rest of the country in electric road 
building, to find lines of 20 and 30 miles 
in length in operation and to find in addi- 
tion that they are making money. Nu- 
merous projected schemes for new elec- 
tric lines have been mentioned in the 
public prints during the past year, and 
some of them are now being bufit. 


The roads leading tnto Atlanta are 
cominually adding trains to their already 
superb service. About One freight train 
per week fis placed in operation, the va- 
rious jines taking turn about in increas- 
ing the transportation facilities of this 
city and section. There are now some- 
thing Hke 250 trains daily entering At- 
lanta, with the prospect of another fifty 
before the year is ended. Almost every 
line that runs into this point has orde?s 
placed for enough additional rolling stock 
to not only increase its present trains, 
but to add others which are Said to be 
badly needed. 


The Georgia Southern and Florida 
road is developing a second Hot Springs 
in White Springs, on the Suwanee river 
in Florida. Already many prominent 
people are going there for.the winter 
and ‘spring months.

The foundation for the new roundhouse, 
turntable and watertank of the Central 
railroad have been laid just e#@st of the 
old location, which, as was published in 
The Constitution a few days ago, was de- 
manded by the Terminal company for the 
use of the contractors who are to erect 
the train shed. The Central was given 
15 days by the Terminal company in 
which to remove its property from the 
ground on which the shed is to stand. 
and at that time it was stated that the 
road was unable to get the appurtenances 
mentioned above off this land. Yester- 
day, however, the announcement was 
made that all these will soon be re- 
moved and that the work of rebuilding 
them is already far advanced on the new 
site.

YIELDS TO DEATH 


Death Occurred in Jamaica 
Yesterday After Long 
Illness, 


Colonel J: R. McIntosh, of this city, 
general counsel of the southern division 
of the Postal Telegraph Cable Co., died 
yesterday afternoon in Jamaica, where 
he had gone for the benefit of his health. 

He had been ill for a long time. His 
heart was naturally weak, and this was 
increased py an attack of pneumonia. 
Feeling the reed of a change-of climate 
and belleving that it would prove benefl- 
cial, he sailed three weeks ago for Ja- 
maica with his wife ang one of his daugh- 
ters. The change, however, did not pro- 
duce the desired effect, and: his Geath 


Colonel McIntosh was seriously fl] #bout 
one year ago in this city, when he was 
staying at the Mafestic. He was at- 
tacked by pneumonia and asthma, and 
these two, with the addition of a weak 
heart, rendered his illness serious at 
that time. His condition grew so critical 
that hi iife was despaired of, and for 
four or five days hung In the balance. Ha 
finally recovered, but it {s probable that 
his full strength was never regained. 

Colonel McIntosh !s one of the best 
known men tn this city. He. has hun- 
dreds of friends here who will be griev2d 
to learn of his death. Telegrams were 
recelved yesterday by officials of the com- 
pany. He was a gentleman of the oid 
school, liberal], kind-hearted and hospita- 
ble, and was loved by all who knew him. 

Hie was 65 years old at the time of nis 
death. Born in Mississippi, he grew up 
to manhood just as the civil war was 
breaking out. He enlisted and took parx 
in the struggle for the [full four years, 
winning the title of colonel by gallant 
work on the field. 

When the war was over, knowing the 
needs of good men in the legislature, to 
counteract the influences of the new ele- 
ment in politics, he ran for the legista- 
ture and was elected. He did good work 
for his state while in this body. 


Well-Known Lawyer. 

Colonel McIntosh was a_ well-known 
lawyer, and soon his success in this field 
brought him an offer from the Postal Tel- 
egraph Cable Co., to take charge of their 
law business throughout the. south, Ha 
accepted the offer, and removed from 
Mississippi to Richmond, where the gen- 
eral offices of the company were then 
locafed. 

The offices were moved to this city 


about four years ago, and he also re- 


resulted yesterday afternoon at ! o'clock. | 


moved to Atlanta. He lived first at the 
Majestic, but later moved to his late home 
on Juniper street. 

It was largely due to his work that 
the laws on the condemnation of railroad 
right of way are interpreted as they are 
today. He appeared in many cases in 
different courts in the United States that 
resulted in the decision that the condem- 
nation of railroad right of way for the 
benefit of telegraph companies was a 
nominal and not a substantial damage. 
He was the first lawyer to take this view 
of the case, and to argue i{t in court. 

He leaves a wife, three daughters and 
one son, Dr. McIntosh, who lives in Ne- 
braska. No funeral arrangements have 
been made, but the body will probably be 
taken to his old home fn Mississippi for 
funeral services and interment.

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| SMALLP OX AMONG CHILDREN. 


Case in Wilmington School Causes a 
Sensation. 


Wilmington, N. C., March 8.—(Special.) 
The appearance of a case of smallpox in 
one of the city public schools. yesterday 
created a mild senNsation in the commu- 
nity, to say nothing of the uneasiness 
occasioned among the city officers and 
school officials,-as the result of a joint 
meeting of city and school authorities 
called today for the purpose of taking 
Steps to prevent a spread of the disease, 
It was decided to order a general vacci- 
nation of all the private and public 
scheols of the city within ten days.

~AUGSTALAIERS 
HOLD A WEETIN 
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Hat Association on the Race 
for Chief Justiceship, 


Resolution Passed That Office of 
Judge of Supreme Court Should 
Be Relieved from the Wran- 
gle and Scramble of 
Practical Politics. 


Augusta, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—The 
ennounced eandidacy of Judge R. B. Rus- 
eell for the office of chief justice of the 
supreme court of Georgia and of Judge 
B. D. Evans, for associate justice, and 
the introduction of resolutions deprecat- 
ing bringirig the supreme court into prac- 
tical politics, precipitated a lively par- 
Namentary fight in the Augusta Bar’ As- 
sociation today. 

The resolutions had been previouSly 

canvassed among the members of the 
bar and there was an unusually full at- 
tendance when President J. C. Cc. Black 
called the bar association to order in the 
city court room at I! o'clock. 
It was evident from the debate that a 
number of the Augusta bar are friendly 
to Judge Beverly D. Evans, and were un- 
willing to vote even for resolutions, the 
spirit of which they approved. when their 
effect would be to give a slap in the face 
to hig candidacy. 

There seemed to be no Such solicitude 
on their part about the aspirations of 
Judge Russell and the only expression 
of opinion with reference to him was 
that ‘“‘the chief justice is not in much 
danger.”’ 

Hon. Joseph B. Cumming introduced 
the resolutions, as follows: 

“Whereas, There is shortly to be held 
an election for the chief justice and three 
essociate justices of the supreme court 
of the state, and this bar association 
deems the occasion an appropriate one 
to express its views in a matter which, 
though of vital imporfance to the pub- 
Mc at large, fs peculiarly so in reference 
to the bar, and one in which the bar 
may without arrogance respectfully en- 
deavor to guide public opinion: be it 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
association, as a general proposition, 
that etability in our court of final resort 
is one Of the elements most conducive to 
fts Independence, respectability and use- 
fulness, that the office of judge of that 
tribunal should be relieved, as far as the 
spirit of our institutions will permit, 
from the wrangling and scramble of prac- 
tical politics; and the electors should 
take into consideration not only the mu- 
@al and moral fitness and experience of 
the fncumbents of the bench of that hich 
and dignified tribunal who may become 
wandidates for reelection, are precluded 
by thefr duties from making a personal 
Canvass, 

“Resolved, further, That this mecting 
1s In no sense a caucns, and the fore- 
going resolution in no dezree an attempt 
to thwart the prefcrences, at present 
entertained for any rowso9n, of any indi- 
vidual member of the association: 
said fesolution has only that purpose, 
which {ft carries on its fact, to wit: 
To announce ard commend to the public 
a sound genera! principle.” 

Major Cumming said in support of the 
resolutions that their {ntention is to call 
to the attention of the public that there 
are certain candidates before them for 
re-election to the supreme court who 
cannot go about and solicit votes as other 
eandidates can. It is not intended to 
deny the right of aspirants to the bench, 
but it ig fact that stability is one of the 
strong elements in a court, and one 
whose influence is recognized in the au- 
preme court of the United States and jin 
the United States district courts where 
the tenure of office is for life. 

Frank H. Miller seconded the resolu- 
tions, and declared his approval vf the 
principle they outlined. 

Judge E. H. Callaway approved the 
principle set out in the resolutions and 
thought if they had been introduced at 
any other time they would have unsan- 
mous adoption, but that at the present 
‘time with a democratic primary only 
little more than a month off he thougnt 
the effect could only be political. if the 
resolutions would not help either side in 
the present campaign he thought their 
pasgage was useless, and if they would 
help either side he thought them unwise, 
as their effect would be to place the 
-bar association On one side in a _ polit- 
ical contest. At another time when there 
are no candidates beYore the people and 
the resolutions could not be construed us 

ate at any individual he would vote 
for them. 

Hion. William H. Fleming reviewed the 
legislative action by which the supreme 
court had been enlarged, and how it 
had been necessary to couple the elec- 
tion by the people in order to pass the 
constitutiona] amendment increasing the 
number of judges. He contended that in 
other states an unwritten law obtains 
under which a judge on the supreme 
bench is not opposed where he its ren- 
dering satisfactory service even in a 
state like New York where there is such 
sharp party rivairy. A satisfactory dem- 
ocratic judge has no republican opposi- 
tion and vice versa, and while tie law 
permits anybody to run for ames he

resolutions, that would prevent candi- 
dates entering the field against compe- 
tent incumbents of the supreme bench. 

He thought the geclaration of this prin- 
ciple would be timely and that it would 
exercise great influence throughout the 
state. 

Hon. Henry C. Hammond thought the 
weight of influence that would be exer- 
cisei by such a deciaration of principle 
would depend upon the unanimity with 
which it was declared. There would be lit- 
tle value in divided championship of a 
principle. It would look like the bar was 
divided politically in declaring a princi- 
ple and thought it would be wiser to de- 
fer action until after the primary. 

Hon. D. G. Fogarty took issue with 
the propriety of the action He knew the 
candidate for the position of chief justice 
to be an active and resourceful politician, 
but didn’t think the chief justice was in 
much danger, but their action would be a 
siap at the candidacy of Judge Evans. 

President Black was called on for his 
opinion and said he was in sympathy with 
the spirit of the resolution, but doubted 
the wisdom of the action. He feared that 
it would establish a precedent for oall- 
ing on the bar assocation to take sides in 
future elections for judges of the superior 
court as well as supreme court. While 
doubting its wisdom, if called on to take 
sides for or against, he would vote for 
the resolutions. 

Hon. Clem Dunbar said if the bar as- 
sociafion desired to promulgate an alJtru- 
{stic_principle in politics it should give 
it unanimous indorsement to carry any 
weight. With as many of the bar on one 
side as the other such a deliverance would 
not carry much influence. It is now too 
late togave any good effect. If the resolu- 
tions had been passed a year aguo they 
might have kept Judge Evans out of the 
race, but now it was too late to accom- 
plish any good result. 

The discussion was continued _ unti) 
nearly all present had expressed an opin- 
ion, and the vote on a motion to post- 
pone action on the resolutions until the 
next regular quarterly meeting of the as- 
sociation resulted in 24 yeas and 24 nays, 
when a young member, T. 8S. Lyons, 
changed his vote, making 25 yeas, and 
the motion to postpone was declared car- 
ried. 

But for the personal interest felt in 
Judge Evans the resolutions would have 
passed unanimously, as all indorsed the 
principle, but declared the action un- 


timely.

North Carolina Farmers Com- 
plain of the Bad Weather 


Rains Have Saturated the Soil with 
Water—Collecting the Muster 
Rolls of Confederate Soldiers. 
General News of the 
Old North State. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 8.—(Special.)— 
Inquiry made ag to the tobacco acreage 
in this state for the coming season brings 
@ reply that in the west a full crop will 
be planted, but in the east a short crop. 
Bad weather is greatly delaying not only 
the tobacco planters, but also the truck- 
ers, as heavy rains fall about: twice a 
week, keeping the soil saturated with 
water. Less farm work has been done, 
the officials at the agricultural depart- 
ment say, than on this date in many 
years, 

The state auditor, who has charge of 
the collection of muster rolls and, other 
official data regarding North Carolina 
says 
he is securing many such rolls, which he 
is filing and will send to the war depart- 
ment. The latter will, from this mass of 
information, secure what it desires for 
publication in the roster. It now seems 
that the state will be able to furnish @ 
practically complete roster of its troops, 
numbering «at least 125.000 men. The 
state has what is known as the roll of 
honor, which was officially prepared dur- 
ing the years 1862-3-4. 

The state entomologist, who is now 
visiting the great fruit orchards in the 
sand hill section of North Carolina, re- 
ports that the outlook for a large fruit 
crop is extremely good. The fruit grow- 
ers have to combat with San Jose scale, 
but are doing very careful spraying and 
at most points have the disease under 
control. 

The Anti-Saloon League of this state 
is working very earnestly to ald in secur- 
ing the enactment, by congress, of the an- 
ti-jug law, as otherwise liquor can come 
in here from other states, to any part of 
the prohibition territory. The point is 
made that while the state law, as held by 
the supreme court, prohibits the shipment 
of intoxicating Hquors to any point in 
this'state in which there is prohibition or 
a dispensary from points within the 
state where the manufacture or sale of 
liquor is allowed, while at the same time 
liquor can be shipped in from other 
states js a discrimination against manu- 
facturers and dealers in North Carolina 
in favor of those in other states, and, 
therefore, in violation of the provision of 
the federal constitution which prohibits 
discrimination aginst citizens of any 
state. *

Soctety people In this state are much in- 
terested in the news of the elopement of 
Miss Kate Stedman and Professor Alfred 
Palmer, from Greensboro. to Danville, 
Va., where they were married, and from 
which place they have gone to Michigan. 
Mrs. Palmer is the only daughter of Ma- 
jor Charles M. Stedman, ex- -lieutenant 
governor of the state, a prominent ex- 
confederate veteran and one of the lead- 
ing candidates for the democratic nomi- 
nation for governor. 

The mails are carrying now many docu- 
ments which eastern republicans «are cir- 
culating in an attempt to overthrow Re- 
publican State Chairman Rollins. The 
movement against Rollins is by non- 
office-holding republicans, who claim that 
they do not get fair treatment. The office- 
holders say that Rollins’ treatment is 
very fair indeed. The attacks are causing 
considerable feeling in the party.

them. Conservative democrats have 
held down in the past this faction, and 
will continue to do so, it appears. While 
in 1879 the. per capita allowance for 
public schools was a little greater for the 
negroes than {ft was for the whites, it ts 
new almost double for the whites what 
it is for the negroes, this being due to 
g00d management, as the salaries paid 
cQlored teachers do not have to be so 
large as those paid white teathers, and 
the expenses along other lines of con- 
ducting the colored schools are also less 
than those for white ones. Tn this way 
the efficiency of the colored schools has 
been wel] maintained. The state super- 
intendent of public instruction is now 
making a critical inspection of the four 
negro state normal schools. There used 
to be seven of these, but three were abol- 
ished last autumn. 

George Vandertilt has paid hut little 
attention to his great estate of Biltmore, 
at Asheville, buc it is said that he will 
in the future devote much more time to 
that wonderful place.

The restrictions in question 
are among the most. stringent in the 
country, 

The supreme court today filed its opin- 
jon in the case of Afford Daniels, col- 
ored, convicted of assassinating the aged 
tather of Senator Simmons, on his plan- 
ation in Jones county. The court finds 
no error. Governor Aycock will issue 
the warrant for Daniels’ execution.

Lewis Moore, a stock dealer, was ar- 
rested twice yesterday on a telegram

Moore was first arrested by Officer 
Hewell and later released by the chief 
of police, as he could hear nothing fur- 
ther from Walhalla. Last night a second 
telegram asked that Moore be held as an 
officer had started for Atlanta.

Chicago, March 8.—Indications that the 
Kansas City-Oklahoma crop scare has 
perhaps been exaggerated, induced lib- 
eral selling of wheat today. The market 
closed at a net loss of 2% for May and 
152@1% for July. Corn was down a 
shade; oats were off %c and provisions 
@ shade lower to 214c higher. 

Contradiction of the r®ported settle- 
ment of the Argentina strike caused at 
the opening an improved tone in wheat. 
Notwithstanding a considerable decline 
at Liverpool, May here was steady with 
prices %c lower to %e higher at 9314@ 
941¢c. July was up a shade to %@%«ec at 
89%@90\%. For a time the market ruled 
quite firm, aided by the strength in 
cOarse grains. Another bull factor was 
the absence.of rain in Kansas and Okla- 
homa. In addition, there was, as com- 
pared with last year, a smaller movement 
in’ the northwest. Shorts covered freely 
in both May and July, the latter going 
to 9044c and May was firm at 94%c. To- 
ward the middle of the day. however, sen- 
timent changed. On an attempt of some 
of the bull crowd to dispose of their 
holdings the pit crowd suddenly took 
the selling side.” There was apparently 
no wheat wanted, and before buyers 
could be secured prices slumped severely, 
May to 92c and July to 88%c.
